Flash  Powder  Ordinance 
Defeated 

Ax  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  u.se  of 
flash  powder  in  public  buildings  was 
proposed  by  the  City  Council  of  Oak- 
land. At  the  third  hearing,  a  strong 
delegation  of  photographers,  members 
of  the  Fast  Ha\'  Commercial  Photog- 
raphers' Club,  appeared  before  the 
Council  with  their  attorney  and  had 
the  propo.sed  ordinance  postponed  in- 
definitely, which  is  one  way  of  saying 
it  was  definitely  defeated. 

A  similar  ordinance,  previously 
proposed  for  San  Franci.sco,  suffered 
a  similar  fate.  Incidentally,  a  review 
of   the   thousands  of   bottles   of   flash

Handling  Film  Packs 
It  is  well  to  caution  your  agents  and 
agents'  clerks  as  to  proper  handling  of 
film  packs.   Grasp  them   by  the  sides 
icithout   touching   the  front. 

Depressing  the  front  protective 
paper  may  allow  sufficient  light  to 
leak  in  around  the  sides  to  cause  edge- 
fog.  If  agents  realized  this  danger 
they  would  use  more  care.  Next  time 


you  call  around,  take  a  film  pack  and 
show  them. 

This  suggestion  came  to  us  from  a 
customer  who  noticed  that  clerks  at 
several  different  finishing  counters 
didn't  seem  to  appreciate  the  proper 
way  to  handle  packs. — Photo  Finisher.

in  10,^0  was  .1446  or  lS.()47r  bi-ber 
tban  tbat  of  1020  and  2,513  or  lO.S'/r 
biijber  tban  in  1028,  tbe  previous  rec- 
ord year.  The  amount  involved,  over 
668  millions,  stands  41  millions  above 
1021.  the  former  record  year,  185 
millions  above  1020  and  170  millions 
above  1028. 

Xhe  mnnber  of  failures  represents 
1.21%  of  all  concerns  enj^aged  in 
business  at  the  beginning  of  1030,  the 
highest  percentage  reached  since  1807, 
with  the  exception  of  1015  when  it 
jumped  to  1.32%. 

That  the  small  business  man  is  im- 
pro\ing  in  ability,  is  able  to  hold  his 
own  with  big  business  in  weathering 
a  severe  business  depression  is  indi- 
cated bv  comparison  of  1030  records 
with  those  of  1021,  the  most  recent 
"oft"   year. 

In  1021  failures  in\ol\ing  over 
SI 00,000  in  liabilities  accounted  for 
4.4%  of  the  total  number  and  50.7% 
of  dollar  total,  averaged  $430,000  per 
failure.  Small  business  failures  aver- 
aged $13.420 of  liabilities.  Only  3.2% 
of  1020's  failures  were  in  the  toji 
class.  They  averaged  $208.0! :0  apiece 
and  accounted  for  45.8%  of  the  total 
liabilities,  while  small  business  fail- 
ures averaged  but  $1 1,820.  Hut  1030's 
"big"  failures  represent  3.5%   of  the

1"()R  vignetting,  the  bottom  section  of 
a  plate  or  film  box,  a  clear  glass  of 
corresponding  si/.e  and  a  half  pound 
of  stccl-iitt  rojjic  will  make  a  device 
handier  than  opaqued  or  cut-out  tissue 
sheets. 

Cut  out  the  box  bottom  to  a  quarter 
inch  margin  all  around.  Cf)at  the  Hat 
inner  margin  with  glue  and  attach  the 
sheet  of  clear  glass  to  the  gluetl  part. 
Empty  the  required  amount  of  cofifee 
into  this  box. 

With  the  negati\e  from  which  you 
are  working  on  the  plate  glass  of  your 
printer,  the  vignette  box  is  laid  over 
it.  Work  the  coffee  grains  back  from 
the  center  until  you  have  vignetted 
out  the  parts  not  wanted. 

Meanwhile  two  wood  blocks  have 
been  cut  to  hold  the  vignette  above 
the  ground  glass  at  the  required  posi- 
tion under  the  plate  glass.  Lsually 
with  the  box  edges  touching  the  lat- 
ter. Carefulh  moving  the  vignetter  to 
its  place  on  the  blocks,  set  and  tape 
your  negative,  and  prmr.

Ile/f^lu/  Ideas 
As  assortnu'nt  ot  w  atcli  iiands  -the 
hour  hands — are  useful  to  a  Commer- 
cial Photographer.  The  circle  ends  are 
clipped  off  leaving  little  metal  arrows. 
These  are  placed  between  negative 
and  print  to  indicate  some  particular 
jioint  of  interest  in  the  latter.  The 
exact  place  of  a  street  accident,  for 
instance,  in  damage  cases.  Quicker 
and  easier — and  neater — than  draw- 
ing it  in  with  pen  and  ink. 

A  very  easy  way  to  detemiine  the 
density  of  a  Panchromatic  negative 
during  development  is  to  hold  the 
finger  against  the  back  of  the  film. 
This  gives  an  opaque  shadow  for  com- 
parison. Beginners  learn  to  read  den- 
sity more  quickly  and  accurately  in 
this  way  than  by  ordinary  methods. 

To  keep  the  fingers  and  finger  nails 
free  from  developer  stains,  a  solution 
of  ten  drops  Hydrochloric  Acid  to  ten 
ounces  of  water  is  useful.  Dip  fingers 
in  the  solution  before  and  during  de- 
velopment. It  will  not  harm  the  de- 
veloper. 

A  film  negative  not  too  badly  cockleil 
in  an  enlarger  can  be  flattened  out  by 
placing  the  film  between  two  card- 
board sheets  and  heating  it  slightly  in 
a  dry-monnting  press.  The  slightly  is 
accented  because  extreme  care  must 
be  used  to  avoid  overheating  the  film.

Voltage 
Some  photographers  do  not  appreci- 
ate the  importance  of  using  lamps  of 
a  listed  voltage  to  conform  with  the 
voltage  delivered  to  their  studios.  The 
impression  seems  to  prevail  that  any 
lamp  of  approximately  1 10  volt  light- 
ing can  be  used  on  a  110  volt 
circuit,  but  this  is  not  necessarily 
true. 

The  electric  companies  try  to  de- 
liver current  to  your  studio  at  uni- 
form pressure  of  110  volts.  Because 
of  unexpected  demands  for  service  or 
other  factors,  the  voltage  may  vary 
from  105  to  115  and  possibly  higher 
for  short  periods  of  time.  In  a  big 
city  or  in  a  locality  v^^here  motion 
picture  theatres  and  department  store 
windows  are  in  evidence,  the  voltage 
is  likely  to  drop  early  in  the  evening 
and  suddenly  increase  as  the  various 
lights  are  turned  of¥  and  the  demand 
for  current  is  suddenly  decreased. 
That  is  why  it  has  been  the  custom 
to  use  lamps  with  a  higher  voltage 
than  that  which  is  actually  delivered. 

If  a  105  volt  lamp  is  used  on  a  110 
volt  circuit,  the  lamp  will  actually  de- 
liver more  than  its  rated  strength  or 
wattage,  but  the  same  lamp  will  have 
a  shorter  life  than  a  110  volt  lamp. 
A  120  volt  lamp  used  on  a  110  volt 
circuit  is  not  operating  at  its  max- 
imum efficiency,  and  although  it  mav 
be  marked  1,000  watts,  will  probably 
deliver  only  800  watts.  This  will  ex- 
plain why  sometimes  a  given  lamp 
will  give  more  or  less  illumination 
than  a  previous  lamp. 

Photographers  must  decide  on 
whether  they  are  willing  to  accept 
lamps  of  shorter  life  and  greater  bril- 
liancy, or  longer  life  and  less  illumi- 
nation. Your  electric  supply  company 


will  gladh'  tell  you  the  exact  voltage 
on  your  line  and  we  can  furnish 
lamps  for  every  purpose  in  any  de- 
sired voltage. 

Cleanliness 
If  Henry  Ford  had  never  done  any- 
thing   except    emphasize    the    impor- 
tance of    cleanliness    in     industry    I 
should  admire  him. 

In  the  book  about  Ford,  written  by 
Samuel  Crowther,  these  principles  of 
management  are  set  forth : 

First.  Do  the  job  in  the  most  direct 
fashion  without  bothering  with  red 
tape  or  any  of  the  ordinary  divisions 
of  authority. 

Second.  Pay  every  man  well,  and 
see  that  he  is  employed  all  the  time 
through  forty-eight  hours  a  week  and 
no  longer. 

Third.  Put  all  machinery  in  the 
best  possible  condition,  keep  it  that 
way,  and  insist  upon  absolute  cleanli- 
ness everywhere  in  order  that  a  man 
may  learn  to  respect  his  tools,  his  sur- 
roundings and  himself. 

The  last  principle,  because  it  is  so 
universally  attainable,  is  perhaps  the 
most  important  of  all. 

Cleanliness  compels  order  and  or- 
der compels  efficiency.

lisitdl  Evidence  Globe  Is  Ronrul 
Produced   Before  Science 
Convention 
Man's  first    visual    evidence  of    the 
earth's     curvature,     a     photo     which 
"saw"    320    miles,    was    exhihitcd    to 
the  American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
\ancement   of   Science   in    Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

The  picture  was  taken  recently 
from  an  airplane  in  South  America 
sho\\ing  level  pampas,  stretching 
ahead  for  nearly  300  miles,  ending 
in  a  long  range  of  the  Andes  and 
behind  them  320  miles  from  the 
plane,  the  peak  of  the  Volcano  Acon- 
cagua. 

The  distant  horizon  line  of  the 
pampas  bent  lightly  downward  at  one 
end,  like  a  photo  of  the  curving  edge 
of  the  moon. 

New  Photographic  Science 

Tracing  the  just  distinguishable 
curve  with  his  finger,  Dr.  C.  E.  K. 
A^Iees,  director  of  research  of  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Company,  said  that 
there  is  a  science  in  photography  not 
yet  realized  even  by  most  scientists. 

The  earth's  curvature  photo  was 
made  possible  by  development  of 
photographic  plates  sensitive  to  rays 
of  light  invisible  to  the  eye. 

The  picture  was  taken  by  Captain 
A.  W.  Stevens,  U.  S.  A.,  W'ho  pointed 
his  camera  in  the  direction  of  the 
moimtains,  although  he  could  not  see 
them. 

One  snap  of  the  camera  shutter  of 
one-fiftieth  of  a  second  recorded  a 
panorama  of  an  area  exceeding  some 
States  in  size. 

Photographic  Feat 

Astronomical  photography  has  de- 
veloped  a  still   newer  type  of   photo- 


graphic ph'itc  than  the  one  u^cd  by 
Cajitain  Sre\cns.  It  requires  so  httic 
light  rhat  it  has  been  placed  in  use 
alri'ady  alu-ad  ot  the  astionomers 
b\'  photographers  of  night  s|)ortuig 
e\ents. 

The  first  successful  test  was  at  a 
recent  boxing  match  in  New  York, 
a  case  of  astronomy  contributing  to 
the  fight  games.  The  plates  are  about 
three  times  as  sensitive  to  artificial 
h'ght   as    former   films. 

Their  use  in  astronomy  is  to  pho- 
tograph  extremely  dim    objects,   and 
some  of  the  plates  ha\e  been  sent  to 
Mount  AVilson  Obser\atory.

The  picture  on  the  front  patic  shows 
a  I'hotoHash  Hulh  in  a  Mash  Fh'Ctor, 
at  the  time  of  ii2;nition.  'I'he  reHeetoi' 
was  held  ahout  a  foot  from  the  back- 
groinid  and  the  lens  focused  on  the 
bulb.  The  lens  was  then  stopped  down 
to  Y.M  and  the  Photoflash  Bulb  was 
fired.

In  one-solution  developers,  Sodium 
Bisulphite  is  rarely  used  as  a  preserv- 
ative with  other  developers  because  it 
is  an  acid  sulphite,  and  neutralizes 
part  of  the  carbonate  (alkali)  in  the 
developing  solution.  This  lessens  the 
energy  of  the  developer  unless  more 
carbonate  is  added  to  compensate  for 
this  extra  acid. 

Developers  keep  in  an  acid  solution 
better  than  they  do  in  one  that  is 
alkaline,  so  that  it  is  common  prac- 
tice to  use  one  of  the  acid  sulphites 
in  two-solution  developers,  dissolving 
the  developer  and  acid  sulphite  in  one 
stock  solution  and  the  alkali  in  the 
other.

The  faster  lihn  is  th'scrihed  h\   mo 
tion    picture    enjiineers    here     as     the 
greatest   advance   in     motion     picture 
materials   since    the     introiluction   of 
p.iiichromatic  fihii  eighteen  \ears  ;i^o. 

The  new  type  of  fihn  was  an- 
nounced as  possessing  increased  pan- 
chromatic qualities  in  adth'tlon  to  its 
greatly    increased    "speed. 

Since  the  advent  of  .sound  in  motion 
pictures  three  years  ago,  the  Eastman 
Kodak  Research  Laboratories  ha\  e  ex- 
perimented in  the  direction  of  de\el 
oping  a  film  to  meet  present  conditions 
in  the  sound  studios,  where  the  sub- 
stitution of  incandescent  lighting  for 
electric  arcs  presented  a  new  photo- 
chenucal  problem. 

The  panchromatic  film  heretofore 
in  use  was  developed  for  exposure 
with  arc  lighting.  When  the  change 
to  incandescent  illumination  swept 
over  Hollywood,  the  film  was  adapted 
to  the  new  conditions  .so  far  as 
that  was  then  possible.  The  neu'  tyin- 
of  film,  on  the  othei'  hand,  was  spe- 
cially made  for  use  with  the  "ink- 
ies,"  as  Holl\wood  calls  incandescent 
lights,  and  has  a  sensitivity  to  red  and 
green  hitherto  undreamed  of.  Incan- 
descent light  contains  a  higher  pro- 
portion of  reil  than  docs  the  light 
frf)m  the  arcs. 

The  increased  speed  and  extraor- 
dinary color  sensitivity  of  the  new- 
film  are  expected  to  be  of  particular 
usefulness    in    natural    color    photog- 


raphy, where  the  great  c(»ncent ration 
of  light  hitherto  necessary  has  been  a 
drawback. 

.'\  further  characteristic  of  sujier- 
sensitive  panchromatic  film  is  the 
greater  .ibility  it  will  give  newsree! 
cameramen  to  make  pictures  under 
(lifKcuIt  conditions  both  at  night  and 
in  da\liL;hr  insufHcient  to  make  clear 
pictures  on  film  of  the  speeds  previ- 
ously in  use.  Prize  fight  pictures 
taken  uniler  incandescent  lights,  will 
be  better,  and  previously  impossible 
indoor  action  like  hockey  games  and 
basketball  games  will  become  possible. 
Successful  motion  |>ictures  of  action 
on  a  theatre  stage,  photographed  from 
the  balcony,  were  made  during  the 
tests  that  preceded  announcement  of 
the  Idm,  a  feat  considered  difficult. 

Decided  "dexelopment  latitude" 
minimizing  tlie  (Linger  of  making 
films  "chalky"  or  "over-contrasty"  in 
processing,  is  cited  as  an  additional 
quality  of  the  new  film. 

The  sensitive  "emulsion"  of  the 
n{:w  film  is  \ery  closely  related  to  one 
prepared  for  astronomical  photog- 
raphy as  well  as  to  super-speed  pan- 
rhroni.itic  plates  put  into  use  by  news- 
paper photographers  during  the  past 
few  months  for  action  photography 
under  artificial  lights.  This  tact  was 
revealed  b\  Dr.  C.  E.  Kenneth  Mees, 
director  of  the  Kastmati.  Kodak  Com- 
pany in  charge  of  Research  and  De- 
velopment.

The  pose,  Sunshine,  is 
a  simple  straight  side  lighting  from 
the  Odetta,  with  shadows  softened  by 
a  Brite-Lite  Reflector  between  flood 
and  camera,  with  the  usual  white  re- 
flector. 

The  flecks  of  sunshine  are  from  the 
beam  of  an  arc  spot  light  raised  two

The  sensitivity  of  this  new  fifni, 
usualh'  termed  its  speed,  is  greatest 
when  Mazda  lights  are  used,  because 
incandescent  lights  contain  a  higher 
percentage  of  red  than  daylight  or  the 
light    from    arc   lamps.

When  he 
goes  out  on  an  outside  job  he  can  feel 
safe  with  half  his  usual  amount  of 
lighting  equipment  and  will  secure 
twice  as  much  benefit  from  the 
illumination  he  finds  on  location. 
And  for  studio  set-ups,  which  often 
require  long  exposures,  his  time  \\\\\ 
be  cut  more  than  half,  which  is  a 
great  advantage  in  studio  work. 

The  same  will  apply  to  home  por- 
traiture. Lighting  equipment  has 
made  tlie  work  of  the  home  photog- 
rapher rather  difficult.  If  he  now  has 
ample  light  he  can  either  be  relieved 
of  much  of  his  burden  or  shorten  his 
exposures  and  be  more  certain  of  neg- 
atives which  do  not  show  movement. 
This  latter  procedure  is  the  logical 
one   for   photographing  children. 

This  new  Super-sensitive  Film  pre- 
sents these  very  great  advantages  of 
speed  wirhout  the  sacrifice  of  any  of 
those  ipialities  so  essential  to  line  por- 
traiture or  commercial  photograpln. 
It  has  fine  grain,  excellent  exposure 
latitude  and  builds  up  in  the  de\el- 
oper  without  blocking. 

There  is  one  very  important  pre- 
caution in  the  use  of  this  new  film, 
however,  which  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  good  results.  A  film  so 
sensitive  to  light  of  all  colors  can  not 
be  exposed  to  light  of  anv  color  in  the 
darkroom  without  noticeable  fogging. 
It  must  be  opened  and  loaded  intcj 
holders  in  ttjtal  darkness.

Elliott  L.  Fisher  was 
born  in  S  u  d  b  u  r  y, 
Mass.,  one  of  New 
England's  most  famous 
towns.  In  this  town  you  will  find  the 
Wayside  Inn,  now  owned  by  Henry 
Ford  because  of  its  quaint,  old-time 
atmosphere.  This  inn,  at  one  time, 
belonged  to  one  of  Mr.  Fisher's  an- 
cestors. 

As  a  boy  he  tried  banking  in  Bos- 
ton, but  the  confinement  of  office 
routine  did  not  agree  with  his  health, 
so  he  opened  a  modest  farm  house 
summer  resort  that  in  16  years  ex- 
panded to  a  capacity  of  125  guests. 
Bv  this  time  the  work  of  supervision 
became  too  strenuous  so  he  came  west 
to  the  Puget  Sound  country. 

When  he  was  about  16,  he  had  a 
liohby,  photography,  and  made  it  a 
point  to  take  pictures  of  everything 
that  could  be  "shot."  Railroad 
wrecks,  prominent  events,  family 
groups,  people's  pets  and  stray  dogs 
were  all  recorded  in  his  collection. 
Up  to  this  time,  the  pictures  were 
made  for  pleasure,  but  in  1926  he 
entered  the  profession  in  a  business- 
like  way  at   Ketchikan,   Alaska. 

His  studio  occupies  seven  large 
rooms  in  the  Commercial  Building, 
the  only  building  in  Alaska  with 
elevator  service.  His  is  probably  the 
most  completely  furnished  studio 
north  of  Vancouver.   He  does  no  fin- 


ishing, only  portrait  and  commercial 
work. 

He  tells  us  he  finds  photography 
the  most  interesting  work  he  has  been 
in,  and  photography  is  especially  suit- 
ed for  two  genial  people.

Safer  Lights  Necessary 

Some  amateur  picture  makers  de- 
velop their  own  films.  They  are  sure 
to  be  among  your  best  customers  for 
Kodak  Verichrome  Film  right  from 
the  start.

THE  evolution  of  the  Pako  Printmachine  can  be  traced 
from  the  Pako  Rocker  System  through  the  Gang  Rocker 
to  the  automatic  machine  now  offered  photo  finishers. 
The  Printmachine  contains  all  the  outstanding  features  of  its 
predecessors  with  the  experience  of  years  incorporated  in  its 
sturdy  construction,  plus  the  automatic  feature  of  transferring 
prints  from  the  short  stop  through  the  fixing  baths,  wash  trays, 
and,  where  desired,  the  glazing  solution;  finally,  automat- 
ically depositing  the  prints  on  a  portable  draining  rack  from 
which  they  are  taken  to  the  print  dryer.

Ix  recognition  of  services  given  the 
government  during  the  summer  of 
1926  when  he  was  chief  photographer 
of  an  aerial  expedition  that  mapped 
11,000  square  miles  of  territory  in 
southeastern  Alaska,  P.  A.  McDon- 
ough,  commercial  photographer,  re- 
ceived the  distinguished  flying  cross 
and  a  citation  from  C.  F.  Adams, 
secretary  of  the  navy. 

The  presentation  was  made  by 
Rear  Adm.  Thomas  J.  Senn,  com- 
mandant of  the  11th  naval  district,  in 
his  offices  in  district  headquarters 
building,   foot  of   Broadway. 

When  the  recommendation  was 
made  to  congress  in  1926  that 
McDonough  receive  a  medal,  only 
about  20  similar  awards  had  been 
made  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment. Since  then  similar  medals  have 
been  presented  to  several  marine  avia- 
tors for  distinguished  service  in  Nica- 
ragua, to  Col.  Charles  A.  Lindbergh, 
to  Adm.  Richard  E.  Ryrd  and  to 
others  of  international   note. 

The  citation,  signed  by  Secretary 
Adams,  reads: 

"Citation  for  extraordinary-  achievement 
while  participating  in  an  aerial  flight  as 
chief  photographer  of  the  Alaskan  aerial 
expedition  during  the  summer  of  1926, 
materially  aiding  and  successfully  per- 
forming a  hazardous  and  difficult  aerial 
survey    of    southeastern    Alaska." 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  survey, 
it    was   said    the    pulp    industry   was 


opened  up  in  southeastern  Alaska  and 
a  vast  amount  of  potential  water 
power  discovered. 

The  expedition  was  in  command  of 
Lt.  Comdr.  Ben  Wyatt,  to  whom  was 
awarded  the  distinguished  cross  in 
1927.  McDonough  was  in  one  of 
three  planes  that  left  here  in  May, 
1926,  and  returned  in  October  of  the 
same  year.  A  fourth  plane,  he  said, 
crashed  in  Oregon  and  its  occupants 
narrowly  escaped  death. 

The  work  was  filled  with  adven- 
ture and  danger.  A  relief  plane  stood 
by  during  the  mapping  work  while 
the  mine  sweeper  Gannett  acted  as  a 
supply  ship. 

Mr.  McDonough  lives  at  4492 
Arizona  street.  He  is  a  former  chief 
photographer  in  the  navy.  As  official 
photographer  for  the  Panama-Pacific 
line  he  was  selected  to  go  to  Panama 
to  photograph  Prof.  Albert  Einstein 
during  the  voyage  of  the  German  sci- 
entist from  New  York  to  San  Diego 
on    the    Belgenland.

Here's  how  the  contest  will  be 
conducted: 

Professional  photographers,  — 
commercial  portrait  and  press — are 
to  "shoot"  the  best  smiling  subjects 
they  can  find,  with  a  prize  of  $100 
to  be  awarded  the  photographer 
whose  subject  wins  the  champion- 
ship. 

Amateur  photographers  and  "snap- 
shooters"  likewise  are  to  be  on  the 
lookout  for  broad,  happy  smiles, 
spurred  on  by  a  prize  award  of  $50. 

Beginning  July  1st,  photographs 
of  smilers  are  to  be  sent  to  Sacra- 
mento, addressed  "Smiles  Contest, 
Sacramento,  Calif."  Photographs 
may  be  sent  in  up  to  August  25th, 
the  opening  date  of  the  Pacific 
International  Photographers'  con- 
vention at  Sacramento. 

All  photographs  will  be  segregated 


according  to  geographical  divisions, 
and  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  civic 
auditorium  in  Sacramento  during  the 
photographers'  convention.  The 
judges  will  then  select  the  regional 
champions  one  photo  by  a  profes- 
sional photographer,  and  one  by  an 
amateur,  from  each  of  the  following 
geographical  divisions:  PACIFIC 
NORTHWEST— O  r  e  g  o  n  and 
Washington;  ROCKY  MOUN- 
TAIN REGION— Idaho,  Montana, 
Nevada,  Colorado,  Wyoming  and 
Utah;  CALIFORNIA:  and  'the 
SOUTHWEST— New  Mexico  and 
Arizona. 

The  eight  regional  champions — 
four  professional  and  four  amateur 
subjects  —  will  then  be  brought  to 
the  California  State  Fair  where,  on 
Thursday,  September  10th,  they  will 
"smile  it  out"  in  the  presence  of 
Governor  Rolph  and  the  assembled 
multitude  for  the  title  of  "Smiling 
Champion."  Traveling  and  hotel  ex- 
penses for  the  regional  winners  will 
be  provided. 

The  photo  of  the  winner  will  be 
used  as  the  cover  page  for  a  new 
song  by  Lee  S.  Roberts,  famous  as 
the  author  of  "Smiles."  A  movie 
try-out  at  one  of  the  big  Hollywood 
studios  is  another  recognition  to 
be  given  the  winner.  Hugh  Barrett 
Dobbs,  captain  of  the  Shell  Happy- 
timers  on  the  National  Broadcasting 
System,  will  aid  in  the  search  for 
the  biggest,  best  smile  west  of  the 
Rockies.

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Photo  Reflex 

A  new  type  of  automatic  camera 
is  attracting  attention  in  the  New 
England  states,  and  from  press  indi- 
cations, will  probably  succeed  Pho- 
tomaton.  The  new  camera  is  called 
Photo  ReHex. 

The  device  consists  essentially  of 
a  fast  camera  hidden  behind  a  mirror. 
The  mirror  contains  a  hole.  After  the 
subject  has  leisurely  arranged  his 
pose,  clothes  and  face  the  way  he 
wants  to  have  them  (reflecting  mir- 
rors help  him  pose  for  profile  and 
half-profile  views)  he  presses  an  elec- 
tric button.  The  front  mirror  drops; 
the  hole  flashes  past  the  camera  lens  ; 
the  pose  registers  on  the  film.  An  at- 
tendant sends  the  films  to  New 
Haven  for  developing,  retouching  and 
printing  on  cabinet  size  pictures. 
Cost  of  one  dozen  PhotoReflex  prints 
is  considerably  under  standard  studio 
rates.  Greater  is  the  advantage  of 
the  subject's  being  able  to  see  how 
he  or  she  is  looking,  without  the 
embarrassment  of  some  one  else  look- 
ing on.  Animals  and  children  are 
"natural"  before  the  unseen  camera.

The  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Pacific  International  Photographers' 
Association  will  be  held  in  Sacra- 
mento this  year.  The  Convention 
will  be  managed  by  H.  J.  McCurry, 
who  has  had  successful  experience  in 
this  line.  An  instructive  and  inter- 
esting program  is  assured. 

For  the  benefit  of  readers  who  do 
not  understand  climatic  conditions  at 
Sacramento,  we  quote  from  a  report 
by  N.  R.  Taylor  of  the  U.  S. 
Weather  Bureau,  in  charge  of  the 
Sacramento  Weather  Bureau   Office. 

"You  will  be  interested  to  know 
that  humidity,  or  the  lack  of  it,  cuts 
a  large  figure  in  the  sensible  tempera- 
ture, or  the  temperature  experienced 
by  the  human  body.  I  wonder  if  this 
thought  has  ever  occurred  to  you. 
Do  you  realize  that  with  a  tempera- 
ture of  90  degrees  and  a  humidity  of 
80%,  which  often  occurs  in  ea^^tern 
cities,  the  heat  would  be  almost  un- 
bearable? In  such  a  case  the  pores 
of  the  body  become  clogged — a  con- 
dition which  produces  heat  prostra- 
tion or  sun  stroke. 


"In  Sacramento,  temperatures  of 
90,  or  even  95  degrees  or  more,  al- 
ways are  attended  by  low  hiunidity, 
often  as  low  as  10%,  and  rarely,  if 
ever,  exceeding  30%.  This  condition 
brings  about  an  evaporation  so  great 
that  the  body  is  kept  cool,  the  pores 
remaining  open. 

"We  often  hear  unfavorable  com- 
ment ^^'hen  there  occurs  a  warm  day 
in  summer,  people  forgetting  the 
Weeks  of  veritable  spring  weather 
which  we  have  during  the  supposedly 
hot  months,  such  as  July  and  August. 
Onlv  about  five  hours  out  of  tlic 
twenty- four  is  the  heat  felt  even 
under  what  might  be  termed  extreme 
conditions.  Each  afternoon  the  cool- 
ing breezes  from  the  Bay  are  respon- 
sible for  Sacramento's  enviable  even- 
ings. 

"Nowhere  in  the  world  will  one 
find  such  an  equable  all-year-'round 
climate  and  Sacramentans  should  be 
proud  of  the  fact  that  they  are  resi- 
dents of  California's  Capital  City."

WeVe  heard  the  cry  many  times 
"Why  don't  photographers  get  to- 
gether?"

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STUDIO  ON  WINGS 

Thr  world's  first  studio  or  laboratory 
oil  wings  has  made  its  appearance. 
It  is  an  army  plane,  especially  equip- 
ped as  a  photographic  laboratory. 

In  a  Hight  over  Chicago,  during 
the  recent  air  maneuvers,  a  panoramic 
air  view  of  Chicago's  shore  line  from 
Grant  Park  to  Jackson  Park  was 
taken  in  the  special  flying  studio  from 
a  height  of  12,000  feet.  Lieut.  George 
W.  Goddard,  one  of  the  first  men  to 
take  pictures  from  the  air  at  the  dawn 
of  modern  aviation,  was  in  charge  of 
the  plane. 

Made  Ten  Exposures 

Lieut.  Goddard  made  ten  expos- 
ures of  the  shore  line,  developed  the 
negatives  and  landed  at  the  Munici- 
pal Airport  a  half  hour  later  with  the 
completed  pictures,  which  he  handed 
to  Maj.  Gen.  Parker.  It  Was  an  out- 
standing feat  in  the  progress  of  avia- 
tion, according  to  air  officials. 

This  stupendous  advancement  in 
aerial  photography  is  an  extension  of 
the  quick  development  apparatus  for 
observation  planes,  which  hitherto 
have  developed  films  in  the  air,  but 
have  been  forced  to  print  the  photo- 
graphs on  solid  ground. 

During  the  air  maneuvers,  Lieut. 
Goddard  plans  to  make  500  pictures 
covering  every  section  of  Chicago. 

The  interior  arrangements  of  the 
ship,  w^hich  carries  a  crew  of  three, 
are  unique  in  that  a  20-gallon  water 
tank  is  installed  immediately  back  of 
the  pilot  while  the  rear  section  of  the 
plane  has  been  turned  into  a  light- 
proof  laboratory.  The  camera  is 
placed  on  the  floor  of  the  plane  with 
the  lens  pointing  toward  the  ground. 

Two  sinks  are  built  in  the  labora- 
tory and  receive  their  water  supply 
from  the  tank  in  the  main  cabin 
through  a  pipe  which  runs  along  the 
outside  of  the  plane  in  order  that  the 
water  used  in  the  development  of 
films  and  plates  and  printing  of  pho- 


tographs may  be  cooled  to  a  pioper 
temperature   by   the  slipstream. 

Another  novel  device  is  an  appa- 
ratus for  quick  drying  of  plates,  films 
and  pictures.  Special  parachute  tubes, 
for  dropping  the  pictures  to  the 
ground  have  also  been  developed. 

Lieut.  Goddard,  w^ho  is  stationed 
at  Chanute  Field,  Rantoul,  111.,  said: 

"Aerial  photography  will  be  one 
of  the  most  important  factors  in  fu- 
ture wars.  The  photographs  will  be 
completed  in  the  air  and  dropped  to 
the  land  headquarters  for  use  by  the 
artillery  and  in  the  movement  of 
troops." 

Pictures  made  of  Chicago  during 
the  coast  defense  maneuvers  were 
dropped  to  the  ground  in  the  para- 
chute tubes  and  sent  to  cities  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  by  telephoto.

Tripod  legs  that  stick  are  a  nui- 
sance, and  they  can  be  alleviated 
somewhat  by  soaping  with  Castile 
soap.  A  little  time  spent  on  the  tripod 
in  the  house,  will  obviate  a  lot  of 
annoyance  in  the  field.  Sometimes  a 
graphite  lubricant  can  be  used.  Par- 
affin w^ax  rubbed  on  the  tripod  legs  is 
another  good   idea. 

A  daily  thorough  coating  with 
any  good  liquid  nail  polish  will  keep 
finger  nails  free  of  the  stain  that 
photographers  try  to  keep  from  dis- 
playing at  the  Kiwanis  or  Rotary 
luncheons.  It  also  prevents  hrittlc- 
ness.

Harold  McCurrv 

A  long  and  faithful 
record  of  service  to  his 
community,  his  State 
and  his  Nation  stands 
to  the  credit  of  Harold  J.  McCurry, 
president  of  the  Pacific  International 
Photographers'  Association.  Long  be- 
fore he  became  a  Rotarian,  Harold 
was  following  the  well  known  Rotary 
rule  to  the  effect  that  he  who  serves 
best  profits  most. 

In  November,  1904,  he  made  his 
first  splash  in  business  for  himself,  in 
the  IVIcCurry  Studio  at  San  Luis 
Obispo.  He  still  recalls  that  his  first 
order  was  placed  with  Hirsch  & 
Kaye.  The  following  year  he 
branched  out  to  Paso  Robles,  and  in 
1906  he  became  assistant  operator 
with  the  Bushnell  Photo  Company  in 
San  Francisco.

Studio  in  Sacramento,  he  established 
the  McCurry  Foto  Company,  com- 
mercial photographers,  in  California's 
Capital  City  and  this  company  has 
been  in  continuous  operation  ever 
since.

Chamber  of  Commerce  (1925  and 
1926).  It  takes  a  busy  man,  the  say- 
ing goes,  to  get  things  done.

A  CORRECTION

If  the  use  of  opal  glass  in  the  en- 
larging camera  slows  up  exposure  to 
an  inconvenient  extent,  use  ground 
glass  instead.  The  latter  cuts  the  ex- 
posure in  half.  This  is  suggested  in 
particular  for  users  of  Defender  Vel- 
tura,  the  printing  speed  of  which  is 
noticeably  less  than  that  of  Velour 
Black.

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THE  GLYCERIN  BATH  FOR  PRINTS 


When  all  of  the  moisture  is  taken 
out  of  a  print  in  drying,  it  becomes 
more  or  less  brittle  and  has  a  ten- 
dency to  curl.  For  this  reason,  some 
photo  finishers  run  all  their  glossy 
prints  through  a  glycerin  solution  be- 
fore placing  them  on  ferrotype  plates 
or  on  the  rack  to  dry. 

The  proportions  are  one  ounce  of 
glycerin  to  each  ten  ounces  of  water 
and  the  water  should  be  at  a  tem- 
perature of  about  80°  F.  to  mix  read- 
ily with  the  glycerin.  Prints  are  taken 
from  the  final  wash  water  and  placed 


in  this  solution  for  several  minutes, 
then  drained  and  placed  on  the  fer- 
rotype plates. 

As  the  glycerin  does  not  dry  out 
with  the  water,  prints  so  treated  are 
more  flexible  and  much  less  brittle 
than  when  they  are  allowed  to  be- 
come bone  dry. 

It  is  very  important,  however,  that 
prints  which  are  treated  with  the  gly- 
cerin solution  be  thoroughly  washed, 
as  any  chemicals  remaining  in  a  print 
will  cause  it  to  deteriorate  much  more 
rapidly  when  moist  than  when  dry.

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The  P,  L  P.  A,  Convention 


The  convention  is  now  history. 
For  the  benefit  of  those  who  did  not 
attend,  we  have  delayed  publication 
of  this  issue,  so  as  to  submit  a  resume 
of  the  principal  events. 

Memorial  Hall  in  Sacramento  was 
well  selected  for  the  convention. 
There  was  plenty  of  room  and  fa- 
cilities were  ample.  The  program 
went  on  according  to  schedule  and 
if  any  comment  is  to  be  made  as  to 
the  fullness  of  the  program,  there  was 
too  much  rather  than  too  little. 

The  first  morning  was  devoted  to 
the  renewal' of  old  acquaintances  and 
making  new  friends.  Then,  Mayor 
Ridwell  of  Sacramento  welcomed  the 
visitors.  A.  S.  Dudley,  secretary  of 
Sacramento  Chamber  of  Commerce 
gave  a  pep  talk  that  Was  well  selected 
and  delivered.  The  convention  was 
now  under  way,  and  President  H.  J. 
McCurry  told  of  the  work  done  to 
advertise  the  meeting.  Among  other 
items,  he  mentioned  that  the  free 
space  received  from  the  press  was 
worth  $51,000  and  the  radio  publicity 
was  worth  $100,000  more. 

A  feature  of  the  first  night  was 
the  pep  dinner,  of  which  Art  Strader 
was  master  of  ceremonies.  This  was 
well  attended.  A  daintily  wrapped 
package  was  presented  to  President 
McCurry,  who  opened  it  w'ith  con- 
cealed uncertainty  as  he  suspected 
a  joke.  The  package  contained  an 
electric  clock,  a  token  of  appreciation 
of  his  work.  Mr.  Sigismund  Blumann, 
Editor  of  Camera  Craft,  then  spoke, 
and  in  turn,  introduced  our  own 
William  Wolff  who  likewise  pre- 
sented a  package  to  Mr.  Bert  Hodson, 
who  acted  as  Kingfish  for  the  Valley 
photographers.  Now,  there  is  an  air 
of  mystery  about  the  package,  and 
the  Editor  of  the  Focus  was  not  sup- 
plied with  the  details,  but  you  can 
ask  anyone  who  w^as  present. 


Oh,  yes — a  feature  of  the  day  was 
the  series  of  pictures  made  of  Gover- 
nor Rolph,  while  engaged  in  conver- 
sation with  the  photographer  Henry 
Berger  of  Portland. 

A  noticeable  increase  in  attendance 
marked  the  opening  of  the  second 
day.  Mr.  Don  Chapman,  secretary 
of  the  Photographers  International 
Association  of  America  delivered  a 
message  from  his  organization,  and 
said  much  to  inspire  the  audience.  A 
timely  demonstration  of  reception 
room  methods  by  Mrs.  Philip  New- 
berg  gave  the  audience  many  pointers 
on  how  to  lead  sales  to  a  successful 
and  profitable  conclusion.  This  was 
followed  by  a  talk  and  demonstration 
of  color  photography  and  the  graphic 
arts,  by  Carl  Freidlanger  and  Case 
Dregge. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with 
an  unique  demonstration  and  talk  by 
Leonid  Fink  of  Seattle,  whose  theme 
was  character  pictures,  rather  than 
mere  likenesses.  He  was  followed  by 
Ralph  Young,  of  San  Francisco, 
whose  subject,  dramatic  illustrative 
pictures  was  put  on  in  a  dramatic 
manner. 

Philip  Newberg  was  next.  He  pre- 
sented a  series  of  large  prints  of  a 
most  attractive  young  lady  dressed  for 
various  occasions.  The  prints  were 
much  admired.  He  then  presented 
the  lady  herself  and  proceeded  to 
pose  her  and  produced  a  duplicate 
set  of  negatives. 

The  evening  session  was  led  by 
Kathleen  Dougan  who  showed  the 
audience  how  she  makes  those  charm- 
ing pictures  of  children  that  have 
brought  her  fame.  Claude  Laval  gave 
the  commercial  men  something  to 
think  about  with  his  story.  Mr.  Fink 
then  gave  another  demonstration  of

The  third  day  was  opened  by  Mr. 
Maurice  Hodge  of  Portland,  a  com- 
mercial man.  One  hour  was  devoted 
to  photo  finishing  and  their  advertis- 
ing, led  by  Albert  Hansen  of  San 
Francisco.  During  the  afternoon  of- 
ficers for  1932  were  elected,  and  at  2, 
Mr.  Berger  made  a  series  of  bridal 
pictures  in  which  he  illustrated  his 
method  of  obtaining  his  unique  and 
appropriate  background  effects.

An  iiitercstina;  survey  of  amateur 
photographers  was  recently  made  in 
a  typical  California  city  of  10,000 
pojnilation.  This  information  will 
especially  interest  photo  finishers  or 
studios  where  hand  camera  film  is 
sold. 

Of  the  people  interviewed  in  their 
liomes,  48%  used  a  camera  and  52% 
had  no  camera.  Of  all  cameras  owned, 
73%  were  of  the  box  type,  and  27% 
were  folding  cameras.  Of  the  folding 
cameras,  66%  were  equipped  with 
single  lenses  and  34%  with  double 
lenses,  Rapid  Rectilinear  or  better. 
Not  one  person  interviewed  under- 
stood the  meaning  of  the  U.  S.  stop 
numbers.

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A  Timely  Reminder 

THE  recent  spell  of  hot  weather  has  brought  to  our  at- 
tention the  fact  that  though  the  majority  of  photographers 
and  photo  finishers  are  watching  the  temperature  of  the 
solutions  and  drying  room,  there  are  many  who  are  not 
doing  so. 

We  cannot  stress  too  much  the  importance  of  tenlperature 
control  in  respect  to  obtaining  the  best  results  with  sensitized 
material,  such  as  films,  plates  and  paper.  It  is  essential  that 
a  thermometer  be  used  to  determine  the  correct  temperature. 
For  films  and  plates  the  ideal  temperature  for  the  developer, 
rinse  and  fixing  baths  is  65  deg.  F. ;  the  developer  for  paper 
should  be  70  deg.  F. 

Many  finishers  think  of  temperature  as  only  affecting  the 
speed  of  developing  and  that  the  effects  of  any  temperature 
variation  may  be  overcome  by  simply  developing  for  a  shorter 
or  greater  length  of  time.  This  is  not  so.  Hydroquinone  is 
quite  sensitive  to  temperature.  When  this  is  low,  Hydro- 
quinone is  much  less  active  and  weaker  negatives  result  even 
though  development  is  prolonged.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
temperature  is  high,  the  Hydroquinone  is  much  more  active 
than  the  Elon,  which  is  affected  very  little,  with  the  result 
that  the  negatives  are  apt  to  be  contrasty.  Other  disadvantages 
of  working  at  temperatures  above  70  deg.  F.  are  as  follows: 

The  developer  tends  to  give  exccessive  fog,  oxidizes  more 
rapidly  and,  therefore,  tends  to  become  exhausted  and  dis- 
colored, also  the  gelatin  film  tends  to  swell  excessively,  thus 
rendering  it  more  susceptible  to  scratches,  abrasions  and 
blisters.  Because  this  swollen  film  contains  an  excessive  quanti- 
ty of  water,  a  much  longer  time  is  required  for  drying. 

Care  must  be  taken  to  keep  the  temperature  of  the  drying 
room  for  films  as  near  95  deg.  F.  as  possible  and  make  certain 
there  is  a  rapid  circulation  of  air.  It  is  a  good  rule  to  use  as 
low  a  temperature  as  is  consistent  with  the  maximum  time  that 
can  be  allowed  for  drying  the  films.  Be  sure  to  drain  the  films 
thoroughly  before  placing  in  the  drying  cabinet;  otherwise, 
tear  drop  markings  may  result. 

In  conclusion,  for  uniform  results,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  provision  be  made  for  maintaining  the  solutions  at  the

proper  temperature.  If  you  want  to  avoid  the  effects  of  mottle, 
stains,  frill,  blisters  and  fog, 

Agitate  the  films  thoroughly 

Separate  prints  in  the  different  solutions 

Use  reasonably  fresh  solutions 

Rinse  thoroughly  after  development 

Use  standard  formulas 

Chemicals  for  photographic  purposes 

Proper  safelights,  and 

Keep  the  solutions  as  near  65  deg.  F.  as 
possible  with  the  exception  of  developer 
for  paper  which  should  be  70  deg.  F. 


A  Caution  to  the  Printer

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Before  It's  Too  Late 

PiioroGRAi'Hic  apparatus  in  constant 
use  should  hi'  submitteil  to  careful 
pcn'oilic  oxaniiiiatioiis  so  that  proper 
attention  may  be  given  any  parts 
showing  signs  of  wear  and  usage. 
Not  only  docs  this  save  tunc,  but  it 
also  reduces  the  cost  of  your  equip- 
ment maintenance  by  keeping  repairs 
down  to  a  minimum.  Furthermore, 
the  possibility  of  "accidents"  when 
making  pictures  is  considerably  re- 
duced. 

Naturally,  the  operator  himself 
best  knows  the  weak  points  of  the 
apparatus  and  what  is  likely  to  occur, 
but  a  summary  of  the  more  serious 
ailments  might   not  be  amiss. 

Almost  every  operator  has  met 
with  some  sort  of  shutter  trouble  at 
some  time  in  his  photographic  career. 
Make  sure  that  the  speeds  are  cor- 
rect. It  is  unwise  to  neglect  any  shut- 
ter. If  there's  anything  wrong,  do  not 
oil  or  tamper  with  it  in  any  w^ay,  but 
have  an  expert  repairman  look  it 
over. 

A  common  defect  in  the  bulb  and 
hose  is  cracking  of  the  rubber,  thus 
allowing  the  air  to  leak  out  and  re- 
duce the  pressure.  Do  not  rely  on 
adhesive  tape  to  overcome  leaks,  if 
you  find  any. 

A  steady  tripod  is  necessary  at  all 
times.  If  yours  is  not  steady,  do  not 
try  to  fix  it  up  with  wire  or  glue. 
These  latter  materials  may  serve  tem- 
porarily, but  will  most  likely  give 
way  when  the  tripod  is  urgently 
needed.  Get  a  new  tripod  or  send  the 
old  one  to  a  competent  repair  ,shop. 

Protect  your  lenses  by  wrapping 
them  in  soft  cloth  when  not  in  use. 
Keep  the  mount  in  mind  when  you 
examine  the  lens;  a  dent  in  it  may  be 
the  cause  of  distortion.  If  the  surface 
of  the  lens  is  scratclied,  have  it  re- 
ground  and  polished  by  a  properly 
equipped    lens   maker.     Any   attempt

(  )n  the  all-impoi  taut  matter  of 
focusing,  it  is  a  good  thing  to  w:itch 
your  focusing  screws.  If  they  do  not 
tighten  and  hold  the  camera  firmly, 
your  pictures  will  not  be  very  sharp. 
Also,  see  that  no  teeth  are  missing 
from  the  focusing  rack  and  that  the 
camera  isn't  either  too  hard  or  too 
easy  to  focus. 

Holes  and  leaks  in  the  bellows 
should  be  repaired  with  thin  leather 
and  a  good  glue.  Adhesive  tape 
doesn't  serve  the  purpose  as  well,  for 
it  is  likely  to  peel  off  without  being 
observed. 

Your  plate  and  film  holders  must 
be  light-tight,  especially  when  they 
are  in  the  camera.  The  light  trap 
should  prevent  light  reaching  the  film 
when  the  slide  is  pulled  out.  Don't 
depend  on  your  focusing  cloth  to 
keep  light  out,  and  don't  wait  until 
fogged  negatives  appear  before  anv- 
thing  is  done. 

A  great  part  of  your  equipment 
worries  will  be  eliminated,  if  you 
make  it  a  habit  to  examine  regularly, 
and  to  repair  or  replace  each  worn  or 
defective  part. 

And  of  course,  it  is  of  no  little  im- 
portance to  keep  camera  and  holders 
free  from  dust  or  lint.  Very  often 
negatives  are  found  to  be  covered 
with  minute  pinholes  which  result 
from  dust  settling  on  the  emulsion. 
It  is  much  easier  to  keep  your  equip- 
ment clean,  than  to  spot  your  neg 
atives.  {Gevaert  Sensitizer.)

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Water  and  Your  Solutions 


The  effect  of  water  on  phot()j:;ra- 
phic  solutions  has  lonji  been  of  inter- 
est to  photofjraphers. 

In  many  instances  the  photographer 
blames  the  plate  or  film  when  spots 
appear,  but  in  reality  spots  due  to 
emulsion  coating  are  very  rare  occur- 
rences. Spots  may  not  only  occur 
from  the  water,  but  also  from  dust  on 
the  negati\'e,  air  bells,  improper  dry- 
ing and  many  other  factors. 

It  is  always  best,  when  using  water 
of  unknown  composition,  to  boil  it  be- 
fore the  solution  is  mixed.  This  will 
aid  materially  in  dissolving  any  salts 
and  tend  to  reduce  the  foreign  matter 
present.  Filters  placed  over  the  source 
of  water  will  aid  in  decreasing  the 
number  of  spots  found  on  emulsions. 

In  various  parts  of  the  country,  the 
water  contains  calcium  salts.  These 
salts,  when  the  water  is  used  to  make 
developer,  form  a  precipitate  which 
sometimes  causes  spots  on  the  nega- 
tives. Calcium  ordinarily  does  not 
affect  the  action  of  the  developer  to 
any  marked  degree,  but  it  may  be  no- 
ticeable in  the  case  of  a  fine  grain 
borax  developer. 

On  the  West  Coast,  after  the  first 
heavy  rain  of  the  season,  your 
water  supply  will  contain  many  for- 
eign substances.  Be  sure  to  filter  this 
water. 

Precaution  should  ahvavs  be  taken 


that  no  rust  gets  into  any  of  the  solu- 
tions. Rust  may  come  from  cracks  in 
trays,  or  from  iron  pipes,  and  is  likely 
to  .settle  on  the  emulsion  and  cause 
specks  aiul  spots. 

Sometimes  fog  may  be  encountered 
consistently  on  negative  emulsions — 
although  the  emulsions  themselves 
may  be  perfectly  fresh — and  the  cause 
cannot  be  located.  This  fog  can,  at 
times,  be  traced  to  the  presence  of  so- 
dium or  potassium  sulphide  in  the 
water. 

Photographers  who  use  tanks  for 
development,  occasionally  discover  a 
scum  on  the  sides  of  the  tank.  This 
scum,  composed  of  vegetable  matter, 
is  harmless,  but  the  tank  should  be 
scrubbed  frequently  to  get  rid  of  it. 

Impurities  in  the  fixing  bath  rarely 
cause  any  material  change  in  the  com- 
position of  the  bath,  yet  if  the  water 
is  impure,  certain  undissolved  salts 
will  settle  on  the  surface  of  the  film 
and  cause  retardation  of  the  fixation 
at  those  points. 

Before  a  negative  is  dried,  all  su' 
perfluous  moisture  should  be  removed 
from  the  surface,  so  that  any  sus- 
pended salts  present  in  the  water  will 
not  dry  on  the  surface  of  the  emul- 
sion.

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Retouching  Thin  Negatives 


"During  any  particular  period,  the 
nature  of  the  printing  process  most  in 
popular  favor  does  much  to  influence 
the  density  of  the  negative  made.  Of 
late  years,  the  simplicitv  and  conven- 
ience of  enlarging,  and  other  pro- 
cesses demanding  the  employment  of 
thin  negatives,  have  resulted  in  the  al- 
most general  adoption  of  the  low*- 
value  density. 

"Negatives  of  this  type,  however, 
do  not  escape  the  occasional  need  for 
retouching,  and  it  is  in  the  execution 
of  this  operation  that  the  worker  re- 
quires to  employ  particularly  suitable 
methods,"  says  Sigurd  Moir,  writing 
in  Photo  Era  Alagazine. 

"Comparatively  speaking,  small  dif- 
ficulty is  found  in  retouching  nega- 
tives of  greater  density,  such  as  those 
most  suitable  for  use  with  all  print- 
ing-out papers  and  with  carbon.  This 
is  because  the  heavier  density  enables 
penciling  to  be  applied  and  emulsion 
to  be  removed  in  several  stages  or 
minute  layers.  The  work  thus  prog- 
resses by  gradual  measures,  so  that 
lines  of  demarcation  are  not  appre- 
ciable and  it  becomes  possible  without 
much  difficulty  tO'  avoid  carrying 
either  operation  to  excess. 

"In  the  case  of  thin  or  weak  nega' 
tives,  however,  the  lighter  density 
naturally  restricts  the  application  of 
this  method  of  working.  The  task 
must  now  be  attacked  with  greater  de- 
liberation. Notwithstanding  this,  by 
the  exercise  of  care  and  the  employ- 
ment of  suitable  materials,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  finish  the  negatives  in  such  a 
way  that  they  will  print,  even 
through  the  enlarger,  without  pro- 
claiming the  fact  that  retouching  has 
been  indulged  in. 

"In  particular,  the  application  of 
the  medium  nivist  be  carefully  carried 
out.  Weak  negatives  seem  especially 
prone  to  allow  'horny'  media  to  be- 


tray their  presence  upon  the  paper,  al- 
though with  a  dense  negative  a  simi- 
lar application  would  be  impercep- 
tible, or  at  least  difficult  to  detect. 

"For  best  results,  only  the  mim'- 
niuni  quantity  of  a  diluted  medium 
should  be  used,  and  this  should  lie 
locally  applied  with  a  piece  of  old 
silk.  The  aim  should  be  gradually  to 
merge  the  edges  of  the  medium  patch 
into  the  untreated  part  of  the  nega- 
tive. 

"It  is  an  advantage  to  make  the 
area  covered  by  the  medium  slightly 
larger  than  is  considered  necessary; 
the  edges  of  the  patch  can  then  be 
treated  with  a  thinning  mixture, 
which  causes  the  medium  to  blend  im- 
perceptibly with  the  untreated  area. 
A  good  thinning  mixture  consists 
simply  of  alcohol  or  methylated  spirits 
and  pure  turpentine,  mixed  in  equal 
proportions. 

"With  all  thin  negatives,  it  is  an 
advantage  to  apply  only  one  dressing 
of  the  medium.  This  will  be  found 
to  impart  sufficient  'tooth'  to  receive 
the  slight  penciling  that  has  to  be 
done,  nor  will  it  show  on  even  a  con- 
denser enlargement.  A  popular  way 
of  applying  medium  is  to  shake  the 
bottle  and  then  to  moisten  the  silk 
with  the  small  quantity  left  adhering 
to  the  cork-s  t  o  p  p  e  r.  Artificial  or 
vegetable  silk  is  deleterious  and  fiber- 
hard  ;  it  m  u  s  t  not  therefore  be  em- 
ployed in  place  of  silk,  even  when 
worn. 

"While  the  medium  is  setting,  the 
retouching  desk  and  the  light  may  be 
arranged  in  the  manner  most  likelv  to 
facilitate  work  upon  the  thin  negative 
being  d  e  a  1  t  with.  The  intensity  of 
daylight  or  of  the  artificial  illumin- 
ant  employed  is  a  factor  for  indivi- 
dual preference ;  but,  m  each  set  in- 
stance, the  light  may  be  further  quali-

fii'd    parriculnrly  to  suit  the  work   in 
haiiil. 

"T  his  is  best  acconiplishcd  by  plac- 
ing a  sheet  ot  tireen-flasheii  glass  be- 
hiiul  the  iiejiative  in  the  carrier.  As 
an  alternative,  a  piece  of  single- 
rtashed  opal  or  an  orange  safelight 
glass  may  be  employed.  All  act  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  way,  which  is  to  ex- 
pose all  the  detail  possessed  by  the 
image.  Much  of  this  would,  of 
course,  be  lost  in  the  'flare'  which  ac- 
companies the  passage  of  an  unquali- 
fied light  through  the  image  of  a  den- 
sity-lacking negative. 

"In  some  cases,  the  negative-carrier 
on  the  retouching  desk  is  equipped 
with  a  sheet  of  ground  glass  for  dif- 
fusion purposes.  This  is  responsible 
for  dispersion  and  excessive  diffusion 
of  the  light;  and  even  if  none  of  the 
substitutes  recommended  above  are 
employed,  this  should  be  temporarilv 
discarded. 

"When  the  native  density  is  excep- 
tionally low,  no  attempt  should  be 
made  to  use  a  soft  lead  or  one  that  de- 
posits freely.  An  ordinary  "B,"  and 
in  some  cases  even  an  "HB,"  will  be 
found  quite  soft  enough  for  the  work 
that  has  to  be  done.  The  pressure  em- 
ployed should,  if  possible,  be  lighter 
than  that  used  when  handling 
pluckier  negatives,  for  only  in  this 
way  can  the  progress  of  the  work  be 
gradual  and  under  maximum  control. 
It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  the  "B" 
and  "HB"  pencils  preserve  their 
shape  longer  than  do  the  softer  leads. 

"In  preference  to  the  general  use 
of  the  knife,  much  reducing  should  be 
done  with  the  glass-fiber  brush,  or 
special  eraser.  This  device  should  not, 
of  course,  be  employed  direct  upon 
the  dry  negatives;  but  it  is  certainly 
safe  and  satisfactory  when  used  in 
conjunction  with  a  local  application 
of  the  spirit  mixture  already  referred 


to.  This  mixture  does  not  mark  the 
negati\es  in  any  way;  but  its  greatest 
\alue  here  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  does 
not  evaporate  with  the  readiness  of 
plain  spirits,  so  that  it  is  frequently 
possible  for  reduction  work  to  be  com- 
pleted with  only  one  aiijilication  of 
the  mixture. 

"Kiuves  are,  perhaps,  more  effective 
in  the  removal  of  backgrounds  and 
large  areas  where  the  negative  is  re- 
quired to  print  blank,  or  where  com- 
Iiosite  filling  has  to  be  done.  They  may 
also  be  employed  whenever  the  use  of 
the  erasing  pencil  is  rendered  haz- 
ardous. 

"In  order  that  it  shall  remove  only 
a  thin  layer  of  film  at  each  stroke,  the 
blade  should  be  kept  under  perfect 
control  by  resting  merely  the  first  tw^o 
fingers  upon  the  desk.  This  also  per- 
mits the  work  to  be  done  as  gradually 
as  possible,  i.e.,  in  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  separate  strokes.  Delicacy 
should,  indeed,  be  the  keynote  of  all 
retouching  done  upon  a  thin  negative 
— which  goes  to  emphasize  the  need 
for  care  in  working  and  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  materials  employed.  Re- 
touching is  an  art,  and  those  who 
make  a  success  of  it  must  devote  time 
to  its  mastery." 

A  New  Achievement  in 
Photography 

In  the  older  days,  the  idea  that  a 
camera  could  be  constructed  w^hich 
could  take  a  large  and  clear  picture  of 
the  interior  of  the  human  ear  would 
have  seemed  an  idle  fancy;  but  that  is 
just  what  has  been  achieved  by  the  di- 
rector of  the  photographic  di\ision  of 
the  Methodist  Hospital  in  Indiana- 
polis. 

By  this  new  device,  a  strong  beam

The  haiulliiiii;  of  credits  is  one  of 
the  most  \ital  functions  in  an\  husi- 
ness.  and,  unfortunately,  one  of  the 
most  unpleasant,  due,  as  a  rule,  to  the 
unreasonable  attitude  of  many  who 
ask  credit. 

It  all  too  often  occurs  in  some  such 
manner  as  the  following:  A  party, 
usually  practically  unknown  to  the 
creditor  merchant  or  dealer,  will  or- 
der a  few  shipments  enclosing  pay- 
ment for  same,  or  will  order  them 
sent  C.O.D.  Suddenly,  without  ref- 
erence of  any  kind,  or  without  sub- 
mitting any  kind  of  a  statement  as  to 
his  financial  standing  he  will  ask  us 
to  ship  goods  open  account,  and  if  we 
write  asking  for  some  statement  of  his 
affairs,  he  writes  back  a  letter  telling 
us  to  cancel  the  order,  etc.  and  that 
he  can  buy  all  he  wants  open  account 
elsewhere,  which  of  course,  in  ninety- 
nine  cases  in  a  hundred,  he  cannot  do. 


It  is  this  pecular  attitude  regard- 
ing the  subject  of  credit  reference, 
that  has  done  so  much  to  injure  the 
business  standing  of  photographers. 
The  buying  of  goods  on  credit  is 
exactly  the  same  thing,  in  its  last 
analysis,  as  obtaining  a  loan  at  a  bank. 
The  same  man  who  will  berate  a 
dealer  for  not  giving  him  credit  with- 
out sufficient  information  would  not 
think  of  applying  for  a  loan  at  a 
bank  without  either  giving  securitv  or 
making  a  detailed  financial  statement. 
Generally,  this  type  of  man  knows 
that  it  is  useless  to  apply  for  a  loan  at 
a  bank,  for  he  has  neither  collaterial 
or  standing  to  procure  a  loan. 

The  really  sensible  man  will  always 
send  his  references  for  credit  exten- 
sion in  advance  of  his  order,  thus  giv- 
ing the  dealer  time  and  opportunity 
to  make  the  necessary  inquiries.  As  a 
general  proposition,  a  man  who  can- 
not secure  a  loan  from  his  local 
banker,  where  he  is  personallv  known, 
is  a  poor  credit  risk  for  any  merchant, 
manufacturer  or  dealer.

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INTRODUCING— 

W.  E.  Dassonville 

Precious  metals  have 
lilayed  an  important 
part  in  the  life  of 
W  i  I  1  i  a  m  Edward 
Dassonville.  Gold 
brought  his  grandpar- 
ents to  California  in  '49.  Platinum, 
or  rather  the  lack  of  it,  started  him 
on  a  research  program  that  has  won 
him  a  place  among  the  foremost  au- 
tliorities  on  photographic  processes 
and  phenomena.  And  silver  it  is  that 
constitutes  a  basic  ingredient  in  the 
magnificent  "Charcoal  Black"  emul- 
sion with  which  unusual  types  of 
papers  are  coated  in  the  San  Francisco 
plant  of  the  Dassonville  Co.,  Ltd. 

Born  in  Sacramento,  at  the  age  of 
one  year  San  Francisco  became  his 
home,  and  has  been  ever  since. 

When  school  days  were  over  ]VIr. 
Dassonville  got  a  "job",  but  it  was 
not  long  until  he  found  out  that  what 
he  was  doing  was  not  what  he  wanted 
to  do.  His  entry  into  the  ranks  of  pro- 
fessional photographers  followed  close 
upon  this  discovery. 

He  opened  up  a  portrait  studio  on 
Sutter  Street  and  was  just  getting 
well  established  when  along  came  the 
earthquake  and  fire  of  1906.  From  a 
hilltop  near  the  Golden  Gate  Park  he 
saw  the  building  that  housed  his 
studio  go  up  in  flames.  For  a  year  or 
so  after  this  he  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  railroad  and  in  the 
course  of  his  travels  made  one  of  the 


notable  sets  of  photographic  studies 
of  the  old  California  missions.  When 
the  city  was  rebuilt  he  started  out 
anew  in  a  studio  on  Geary  Street  and 
it  was  here  that  the  pioneer  work  was 
done  on  "Charcoal  BL'ick."  T  his  is 
how  it  came  about. 

For  fifteen  \ears  preceding  the 
World  War  he  had  made  all  his 
prints  on  Willis  &  Clements  Platinum 
paper.  War  time  users,  howe\er,  ab- 
sorbed all  available  platinum  and 
papers  sensitized  with  the  salts  of  this 
metal  disappeared  from  the  market. 
It  was  necessary  for  him  to  fall  back 
on  other  types  of  paper,  by  contrast 
most  unsatisfactory,  or  to  evolve  a 
satisfactory  emulsion  of  his  own. 

The  need  was  for  a  silver  base 
emulsion  that  would  have  the  depth 
and  feeling  of  platinum,  and  in  addi- 
tion be  sensitive  enough  for  enlarging. 
To  produce  such  an  emulsion  would 
have  been  a  creditable  achievement 
for  the  most  skilled  chemists  in  the 
laboratories  of  the  great  coaters.  The 
task  is  one  that  few  men  would  care 
to  undertake,  no  matter  what  their 
background  or  equipment,  but  Mr. 
Dassonville  knew  what  he  wanted 
and  believed  he  could  find  it. 

Variables  are  the  bugbear  of  re- 
search and  in  order  to  have  as  few  of 
them  as  possible  he  purchased  at  the 
start  a  huge  roll  of  paper,  thirty 
inches  wide,  and  a  large  supply  of 
emulsion  gelatine.  The  studio  dark- 
room served  as  laboratory.  Nights, 
Svmdays  and  holidays  provided  the 
time.  I'or  four  years  the  work  wa>

The  answer  is  not  difficult  to  find. 
Each   and   e\erv  one  of   its   creditors 


h;is  enecti\e  means  ot  conipciling  pav- 
ment  ;it  the  specified  time.  The  tele- 
phone compam'es,  the  concerns  which 
furnish  gas  and  electricity,  the  install- 
ment houses  and  the  banks  all  feel 
that  they  are  justified  in  enforcing  the 
terms  agrceil  upon  in  the  origin.il 
contract. 

But  stores,  on  tiie  other  li.ind,  stand 
in  such  terror  of  the  bugaboo  of  "lost 
business"  that  they  permit  bills  to  lag 
for  months  without  taking  action 
which  secure  payment  and  avoid  the 
expense  of  long  drawn-out  accounts. 

It  is,  of  course,  argued  that  if  a 
customer  is  pressed  he  will  take  his 
trade  elsewhere.  But  do  banks  operate 
on  that  principle?  If  one  bank  de- 
mands the  prompt  payment  of  a  note, 
does  the  customer  for  the  only  mer- 
chandise the  bank  sells  immediately 
transfer  his  account?  No,  because  he 
knows  every  bank  in  the  city  would, 
be  equally  insistent  upon  prompt  set- 
tlements. 

Why  should  it  be  different  with 
stores  ? 

The  fault  is  general,  but  the  rem- 
edy is  individual.  In  order  to  educate 
the  public  to  the  prompt  payment  of 
retail  bills,  it  is  necessarv  for  all  stores 
to  live  up  to  the  letter  of  their  agree- 
ment with  patrons  precisely  as  if  they 
were  banks — which  they  actually  are 
as  soon  as  they  extend  credit. 

Lentil  this  is  done  merchants  must 
reconcile  themselves  to  taking  "what's 
left"  after  customers  ha\e  paid  other 
obligations. — K.  C.  Grocer.

HOW  MANY  BULBS  ARE 
REQUIRED? 

How  often  have  you  asked  yourself 
this  question  when  you  prepared  to 
"shoot"  an  inside  group?  As  a  hp.sis 
for  calculation,  assume  a  room  to 
have  medium  tone  walls  and  ceiling. 
Further  assume  that  Portrait  Pan- 
chromatic film  or  equal  will  be  used 
with  a  lens  stopped  to  F16. 

One  flash  bulb  and  a  suitable  re- 
flector should  be  used  for  each  200 
square  feet.  Set  the  bulbs  as  high  as 
possible,  on  both  sides  of  the  room, 
or  on  three  (or  four)  sides  if  an  un- 
usually large  room.  See  that  the 
lights  are  out  of  range  of  the  lens,  so 
thev  will  not  be  noticeable  in  the  pic- 
ture. 

For  an  assignment  of  this  kind, 
best  results  are  obtained  with  reflec- 
tors operated  by  110  \olt  current.

Tins  .MAY  SOLVE  A 
PROBLEM 

A  New  I  ork  photographer  has  re- 
cently produced  some  unusual  pic- 
tures of  the  newer  skyscrapers.  The 
unusual  feature  of  his  pictures  is  the 
extreme  .angle  of  \iew  which  the 
|-)h()t()grapher  claims  can  be  extended 
to  almost  I  55  degrees. 

This  photographer  has  taken  his 
pictures  from  the  street  in  front  ot 
the  tallest  buildings  and  has  regis- 
tered every  detail  of  the  buildings  on 
his  negati\es.  It  is  obvious  that  an 
ordinary'  camera  similarly  p  1  a  c  e  d 
would  take  in  only  the  entrance  and 
the  first  few  floors. 

The  extreme  angle  as  you  may  have 
guessed  was  created  by  a  Pinhole  lens, 
but  arranged  a  little  differently.  Si/e 
of  opening  is  only  13|/2-thousandth 
of  an  inch  in  diameter,  and  is  cut  in- 
to extremely  thin  metal  of  almost  the 
same  thinness.  A  No.  16  needle  was 
used  to  make  the  hole  and  then  both 
sides  of  the  metal  were  rubbed  on  an 
oil  stone  to  remove  the  burr. 

Instead  of  placing  the  piece  of 
metal  containing  the  pinhole  parallel 
to  the  plate,  the  photographer  placed 
it  at  an  angle  of  35  degrees  and  about 
one  inch  below  the  upper  edge  of  the 
plate.  The  reason  for  this  is  the 
desire  to  obtain  a  more  uniform  light- 
ing. The  lower  portion  of  any  tall 
building  is  poorly  lighted  as  compared 
with  the  top.  The  position  of  the  pin- 
hole also  helps  to  better  distribute  the 
light.  More  light  will  go  through 
the  small  hole  at  right  angles  than 
diagonally. 

In  the  a\erage  exposure  Super- 
speed  film  was  used  and  the  exposure 
was  approximately  lJ/2  minutes.  The 
finished  pictures  reveal  a  very  desir- 
able condition  in  that  there  are  prac- 
tically no  pedestrians  present.  This  is 
(\\\e  to  the  extremely  prolonged  ex- 
posure.

A  Photographers  Thanksgiving 

EXTRACTS  FROM  A  LETTER  RECEIVED  BY  lERRY  FRCM  A 
PHOTOGRAPHER  IN  THE  SAN  JOAQUIN  VALLEY 


".  .  .  .  wi'  put  on  ;i  "l^ahy  Show" 
|ilu)r<\uiaiilu'il  ()\ci-  240  kills  in  six 
ila\s,  made  colored  slides  of  them  and 
exhibited  one  in  the  ^lovie  Show.  .  .  . 
Rut  believe  me  I  worked.  I  liad  an 
operator — a  wiz  with  kids — and  how 
lie  could  handle  them!  Some  little  an- 
ijels,  quite  a  few  little  debbles,  the 
rest  just  ordinary  snub  nosed,  freckly 
faced  kids.  He  kept  me  hopping  fill- 
ing plate  holders  and  developing 
steady  for  six  days.  Between  times  I 
got  proofs  made.  .  .  .  Did  it  pay? 
^Vell,  we  just  squeezed  in  2  months 
work  into  14  days  and  frankly,  I'd 
just  like  to  take  in  as  much  every  two 
months  as  we  did  in  those  two  weeks 
and  orders  are  still  dropping  in.  Best 
of  all,  it  unloaded  our  shelves  of  most 
of  our  old  stock  of  4x6  mounts.  It 
was  quite  an  adventure  for  a  kid 
bordering  on  70  years  young. 

Things  are  very  quiet,  no  prospects 
for  improvement.  We  are  very  for- 
tunate ;  no  worries,  always  something 
to  do ;  the  end  of  the  month  sees  all 
bills  paid;  abundance  to  eat,  comfort- 
ably clad  and  housed  ;  a  little  left  for 
the  old  stocking  or  to  help  those  less 
fortunate.  But  we  can't  help  wonder- 
ing how  the  great  majority  of  people 
continue  to  get  along.  At  least  40% 
of  the  business  houses  are  vacant ; 
60%  of  the  vineyards  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  banks,  a  dead  weight — not 
even  paying  taxes.  But,  Jerry  Old 
Top,  you  never  lived  in  a  better  cli- 
mate. The  mocking  birds  a  tee  ded- 
dling  and  a  too  doodling  from  the 
top  of  my  old  windmill,  linnets  and 
canaries  trilling  in  the  orange  trees, 
the  old  sun  shining  turmiig  the 
leaves  of  the  vines  into  bronze  and 
dusky  gold,  the  purple  haze  that  half 
conceals    the    distant    mountains.

His  principle  applies  to  many  other 
lines  of  business.  For  every  industry 
there  seems  to  be  a  unit  for  which  in- 
dividual ownership  and  management 
are  ideally  suited.  Profits  on  the  capi- 
tal investment  in  such  a  unit  are 
usually  satisfactory. 

In  the  stepping-up  process,  troubles 
arise.  If  the  business  is  expanded  50 
percent  the  volume  of  orders  may  be 
too  large  for  the  close  supervision  of 
a  single  man.  Yet  the  volume  may  be 
insufficient  to  pay  the  salary  of  a 
high-grade  assistant.

Many  are  competent  to 
run  the  small  units,  but  lack  the 
ability  or  capital  to  bring  their  plant 
through  the  ordeal  that  is  inevitable 
on  the  way  up  to  the  larger,  more 
profitable  unit.

Jack  Valenti 

John  Valenti,  better 
known  as  "Jack"  or 
"Val"  was  born  in  San 
Francisco  on  April  24, 
1899.  He  is  one  of 
four  children.  His  par- 
ents are  Italian  and  came  to  America 
and  San  Francisco  in  1889. 

On  graduation  from  Mission  High 
School  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  he  was 
obliged  to  seek  employment  and  he 
went  to  work  for  the  Henry  Kahn 
Company,  now  called  the  George  Kahn 
Company,  in  1914.  He  had  his  choice 
of  learning  to  be  either  a  photographer 
or  an  optometrist.  He  chose  the  form- 
er because  he  believed  it  lent  a  broader 
scope  for  imagination  and  experiment. 
He  went  into  the  kodak  finishing  de- 
partment of  the  Owl  Drug  Company 
for  a  while  and  then  returned  to  Henry 
Kahn.  In  1917,  during  the  World 
War,  he  enlisted  in  the  Aerial  Photo- 
graphic Force  and  served  for  eighteen 
months.  When  he  was  discharged  from 
the  army,  he  connected  with  the  Alta 
Studios  in  San  Francisco  where  he  was 
occupied  with  commercial  photogra- 
phy. He  was  with  them  for  ten  years 
and  then  left  the  Alta  to  join  forces 
with  the  Oakland  Photo  Finishing 
Company.  In  March,  1931,  he  estab- 
lished his  own  wholesale  kodak  finish- 
ifig  business  under  the  name  of  Foto- 
crafts  Studios  at  866  Valencia  Street, 
San  Francisco. 

He  married  in  1928  and  has  a  home 


in  the  Sunnysidc  District  of  San  F"ran- 
cisco.  He  is  a  member  of  American 
Legion  Post  No.  284.  Belongs  to  Co- 
lumbus Lodge  of  the  Odd  Fellows.  Is 
keenly  interested  in  baseball,  football 
and  hunting  of  all  kinds.  Duck  hunt- 
ing in  particular  is  his  hobby.

Even  trying  times  like  these  are  hene- 
hcial.  They  torce  us  to  reaUze  the  im- 
portance ot  many  things  which  under 
normal  conditions  we  take  as  a  matter 
ot  course,  or  disregard  entirely.  Many 
photographers  have  been  lax  in  paying 
their  bills — not  so  much  in  that  the 
bills  have  not  been  paid  hue  in  failing 
to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  purchase. 
This  has  been  because  many  fail  to 
appreciate  that  a  purchase  order  is  a 
contract.  We  think  that  as  long  as  we 
pay  the  bill,  eventually,  the  creditor  has 
no  complaint  to  make.  When  business 
is  booming,  this  is  very  often  the  case, 
and  the  neglect  of  our  creditors  to  bring 
us  up  with  a  sharp  turn  is  in  reality  no 
favor  to  us,  but  if  anything,  a  disser- 
vice.  It  is  so  easy  to  form  a  habit! 

Commercial  ratings  are  not  based 
merely  on  the  fact  that  you  do  pay  your 
bills,  but  to  a  very  great  extent  on  how 
and  when  you  pay  them.  If  your  terms 
are  thirty  days,  and  you  pay  in  sixty 
or  ninety,  you  yourself  may  feel  a  glow 
of  self-satisfaction,  but  if  you  were  to 
see  how  this  affects  your  credit  rating 
and  how  it  reacts  when  it  becomes  ne- 
cessary for  you  to  open  new  accounts 
elsewhere,  your  bubble  of  self-esteem 
would  rapidly  collapse. 

Many  photographers  today  are  bitter- 
ly regretting  their  previous  carelessness 
with  credit.  They  wonder  now  why 
manufacturers  and  stock  houses  have 
all  of  a  sudden  "tightened  up,"  and 
thereby  added  to  their  difficulties.  They 
feel  injured,  disturbed  and  alarmed. 
Too  many  fail  to  understand  that  the 
manufacturer  also  has  bills  to  pay,  that 
he  can  only  act  as  a  banker  for  his  pho- 
tographer customers  to  a  limited  extent, 
and  that  when  business  collapses  he  is 
compelled  to  cease  being  a  "good  fel- 
low"  and    must  become   "hard-boiled" 


il  he  hunsell  is  to  survive.  When  busi- 
ness was  hue,  he  could  ailord  to  take  a 
chance  on  your  account,  knowing  thai 
il  would  be  paid  sooner  or  later,  and 
knowing  that  his  own  creditors  would 
be  et]ually  lax  if  slow  collections  de- 
layed his  own  payments.  Today  he 
must  pay  his  own  bills  more  promptly, 
and  if  he  confines  his  acceptance  of  or- 
ders to  those  which  he  is  sure  from  past 
experience  will  be  paid  as  promised, 
you  cannot  blame  him. 

The  studios  which  survive  the  pres- 
ent depression  are  going  to  have  an  en- 
tirely different  impression  of  their  rela- 
tionship to  the  people  who  supply  them 
with  materials  and  equipment.  And 
let  us  remind  those  studios  which  are 
now  in  difficulties  that  when  prosperity 
comes  again,  we  should  all  remember 
that  business  moves  in  cycles — in  an- 
other seven  years  or  so  business  may 
again  be  in  the  dumps  and  when  the 
next  depression  comes  it  will  be  worse 
than  this.  Make  only  those  promises 
which  you  know  you  can  fulfill,  and 
keep  those  promises  religiously.  Then, 
by  paying  your  bills  exactly  on  the 
stated  terms,  prepare  yourselves  for  a 
safer  future.

While  illustration  to  left  shows  two 
methods  of  connecting  this  device  w-ith 
h:  ttcry  type  or  city  curn  nt  mmns  to  a 
Kodak,  it  can  be  used  on  Graflex  or  Com- 
mercial Cameras  as  well  and  from  one  to 
a  hundred  Photoflash  Globes  can  be  fired 
at  one  time. 

If  you  wish  to  use  a  battery  type  lamp, 
drill  a  hole  in  upper  part  of  battery  case 
and  connect  the  two  wires  across  the  pres- 
ent switch  (as  the  Synchronizing  Switch 
takes  the  place  of  present  switch  in  flasher) . 

If  you  prefer  the  city  current  type  of 
lamp,  proceed  as  double  line  in  illustra- 
tion (series  wiring)  by  cutting  one  wire 
and  soldering  extensions  to  same,  to  which 
connect  a  receptacle.  If  more  than  one 
lamp  is  to  be  used,  connect  the  additional 
receptacle  on  both  wires  of  extension, 
(multiple   wiring). 

To  Synchronize  flash  with  shutter  on 
battery  type  lamp,  the  easier  way  is  to  set 
the  shutter  and  be  sure  the  shutt'-r 
opens  wide  before  flash  takes  place.  To 
Synchronize  to  a  fraction  of  a  second,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  use  a  dry  cell  globe 
which  can  be  bought  at  any  electric  or 
hardware  store,  and  an  adapter  (which  we 
can  furnish)  by  which  you  can  use  a 
miniature  lamp  in  a  standard  socket.  Take 
off  back  of  camera  and  by  looking  through 
and  making  test  flashes,  you  can  adjust 
screw  on  Synchronizer  to  operate  flash  and 
shutter  simultaneously  to  micrometer  ac- 
curacy.

For  the  first  time  recently  an  art  gal- 
lery opened  in  New  York  to  make  the 
exhibition  and  sale  ot  photographs  its 
main  object. 

First  presentation  ot  the  Julicn  Levy 
Gallery,  was  entitled  "A  Retrospective 
Exhibition  of  American  Photography." 
Actually  about  half  of  the  show  was 
devoted  to  the  prints  of  a  group  of 
modern  photographers.  .  .  . 

Here  are  some  stiff  and  dingy  daguer- 
reotypes, some  stereopticon  pictures 
from  old  Bowery  peep  shows,  old  thea- 
trical "cabinet  prints,"  and  in  particu- 
lar a  few  prints  by  Brady,  the  Civil 
War  photographer. 

Mathew  B.  Brady  (he  did  not  know 
what  the  B.  stood  for)  was  born  in 
upper  New  York  in  about  1823.  As  a 
young  man  he  met  Samuel  Finley  Breese 
Morse,  an  able  painter  best  known  as 
the  inventor  of  the  telegraph.  Through 
him  Brady  became  interested  in  Louis 
Jacques  Mande  Daguerre's  invention 
and  in  the  photographic  experiments 
which  Morse  and  Professor  }.  W.  Dra- 
per were  making.  About  1842  Mathew 
Brady  opened  a  studio  at  Broadway  & 
Fulton  Street  to  take  the  likenesses  of 
the  Quality.  He  was  immediately  suc- 
cessful, made  numerous  improvements 
in  the  process.  Tinted  Brady  daguer- 
reotypes on  ivory  won  a  gold  medal  at 
the  London  World's  Fair  of  1851. 
About  1855  successful  Photographer 
Brady  imported  from  Britain  one  Alex- 
ander Gardner,  an  expert  in  the  wet 
plate  process  invented  by  Frederick 
Scott  Archer,  which  used  glass  plates 
dipped  in  collodion  and  permitted  al- 
most instantaneous  exposures. 

Brady  &  Gardner  later  opened  an- 
other studio  in  Washington.  Almost 
every  eminent  U.  S.  citizen  felt  it 
necessary  to  sit  for  Brady  &  Gardner. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  C^ivil  War, 
Mathew  Brady,  rich  and  lamed,  with 
luxuriant  whiskers  and  curly  black 
locks,  went  to  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Allan  Pinkerton,  head  of  the  U.  S. 
Secret  Service,  and  begged  to  be  al- 
lowed to  accompany  the  Union  Army, 
and  record  its  deeds  in  action.  The 
first  news  photographer  gave  up  his 
comfortable  studio,  built  a  little  black 
wagon  for  a  traveling  dark  room  (nick- 
named the  "What-is-it?"  by  inc]uisi- 
tive  soldiers),  and  took  the  field  in  his 
own  uniform,  a  floppy  straw  hat  and  a 
long  linen  duster. 

Modern  photographers  realize  with 
what  enormous  handicaps  silky  whis- 
kered Mathew  Brady  had  to  contend. 
In  his  jolting  little  wagon,  with  his 
enormous  chicken-coop  of  a  camera,  he 
had  to  coat  his  plates  with  collodion, 
expose  and  develop  them  before  they 
had  time  to  dry.  Minie  balls  crashed 
through  his  little  developing  wagon, 
his  horses  were  killed,  hundreds  of 
plates  were  smashed,  yet  he  took  troops 
in  action  and  dead  soldiers  sprawled  in 
the  breastworks.  He  took  Lincoln, 
Grant,  most  of  the  Federal  generals  of 
the  war,  and  made  a  collection  of  more 
than  7,000  pictures,  2,000  of  which  the 
Government  was  glad  to  buy  for  $25,- 
000.  Today  they  are  one  of  the  chief 
treasures  of  the  War  College.

Until  1^28  Dr.  Salomon,  a  bland. 
heavyset  (Jerman  with  an  ingratiating 
smile,  was  not  even  an  amateur  pho- 
tographer. Born  in  Berlin  63  years  ago, 
he  took  degrees  in  law  in. both  Berlin 
and  Munich.  He  started  life  as  a  law- 
yer, became  a  banker,  then  found  him- 
self press  agent  for  a  German  publish- 
ing house.  While  working  at  this  job 
he  heard  of  a  new  German  camera 
small  enough  to  carry  easily  in  the 
hand,  fast  enough  to  take  pictures  with- 
out special   illumination. 

Dr.  Salomon  bought  himself  one  of 
these  cameras,  gave  up  his  job  and  set 
out  to  make  his  new  kind  of  historic 
document — photographs  of  the  great 
as  they  really  are,  working,  talking, 
eating,  yawning.  He  climbed  up  a  fire 
ladder  disguised  as  a  painter  to  take 
pictures  of  "Uncle  Arthur"  Henderson 
on  his  hotel  balcony  at  The  Hague.  He 
disguised  himself  as  a  waiter.  He  cam- 
ouflaged himself  behind  potted  palms. 
Temperamental  conductors  let  him  sit 
with  the  first  violins. 

Later,  because  Dr.  Salomon's  man- 
ners were  infinitely  better  than  those  of 
most  newspaper  photographers,  because 
he  interrupted  nobody,  bothered  no- 
body, he  was  invited  to  public  func- 
tions, allowed  to  snap  his  shutter  open- 
ly. He  has  attended  League  of  Nations 
meetings.  He  snapped  the  signing  of 
the  Kellogg  Pact.  When  the  late  great 
Gustav  Stresemann  made  his  last  speech 
at  (leneva.  Dr.  Saloman  was  calmly 
seated  below  the  rostrum.  He  accom- 
panied Chancellor  Briining  and  (Ger- 
man Foreign  Minister  Curtius  and 
snapped  them  sipping  coffee  with 
//  Duce.  Brer  Briand,  Europe's  "Mas- 
ter Parliamentarian,"  has  given  him  a 
nickname  that  has  stuck:  Le  Roi  des 
Indisoets,  King  of  the  Indiscreet. 


Change  in 
122-10  Film 


The  Iwo-inch  extra  s|)aci'  in  the 
122-10  Kodak  i-ilm  roll  lias  been 
changed  so  thai  it  now  tails  between 
the  5th  and  6th  exposures  instead  of 
between  the  6th   and   7th   as   formerly. 

Finishers  should  be  careful  to  see  if 
they  have  an  old  or  new  122-10  roll 
before  cutting.  Distinguish  the  diiler- 
ence  by  the  location  of  the  exposure 
numbers  on  the  red  protective  paper. 

This  change  applies  to  both  Kodak 
and  Kodak  Verichrome  Film  in  122-10 
size. 


Proper  Use  of 
Parcel  Post 

Should  you  have  occasion  to  send  us 
a  package  by  parcel  post,  paste  or  fasten 
your  letter  of  instructions  securely  to 
the  outside  of  the  package.  Be  sure  to 
place  a  two-cent  stamp  on  the  letter, 
and  the  parcel  post  charge  on  the  pack- 
age. If  your  letter  comes  separately, 
some  delay  may  ensue  before  the  let- 
ter and  package  get  together. 

Never  include  the  instructions  in 
the  package  as  the  entire  package  then 
takes  the  first-class  rate.  For  example, 
a  package  with  the  letter  attached 
might  only  take  a  parcel-post  rate  of 
12  cents,  whereas  with  the  letter  inside, 
it  would  take  a  first-class  rate  of  64 
cents. 

Violation  of  this  provision  has  been 
so  frequent  that  postal  authorities  are 
making  rigid  inspections.  Avoid  the 
delay  and  extra  expense  involved  in  the 
collection  of  the  postage  due  by  mail- 
ing your  packages  as  suggested.

KNOW  ABOUT  PANCHROMATIC 

PHOTOGRAPHY" 

During  a  recent  demonstration  in 
San  Francisco,  Mr.  A.  B.  Cornish,  the 
well-known  Eastman  demonstrator, 
called  attention  to  certain  tacts  which 
we  pass  on  to  our  readers. 

Mr.  Cornish  emphasized  that  pan- 
chromatic photography  is  here  to  slay. 
Don't  be  afraid  of  it;  use  it  ireely. 
Panchromatic  photography  is  not 
recommended  for  everything,  although 
it  can  be  used  for  almost  every  sub- 
ject and  condition.  The  new  Super- 
sensitive Panchromatic  film  is  two  times 
faster  than  Par  Speed  film  in  daylight, 
two  and  one-half  times  faster  under 
arc  light  and  approximately  five  times 
faster  under  natural  Mazda  illumina- 
tion. 

Panchromatic  film  is  faster  than  Par 
Speed  only  because  it  covers  the  entire 
spectrum  and  registers  all  lights  from 
ultra-violet  through  the  red.  He  sug- 
gested that  when  you  operate  with  a 
twin  arc  lamp,  use  one  panchromatic 
carbon  in  an  upper  carbon  holder,  the 
other  carbons  to  be  the  usual  White 
Flame  type.  For  people  with  blue  eyes 
use  a  blue  Mazda  lamp  to  bring  out 
the  blue  in  the  eyes  and  two  panchro- 
matic carbons  in  the  upper  carbon 
holders. 

Develop  your  panchromatic  film  soft 
for  detail  and  use  Elon  Hydrochinone 
formula  D  61.  When  you  use  this  for- 
mula, the  density  of  your  negative 
should  be  a  little  stronger  than  the 
A. B.C.  Pyro  developer.  Mr.  Cornish 
suggests  you  work  your  lights  softer 
with  panchromatic  film  and  avoid  deep 
shadows  and  stay  away  from  dramatic 
or  theatrical  lighting  tor  ordinary  por- 
trait subjects. 

Development  has  been  reduced  to  a 
mechanical  routine,  and  photograph- 
ers must  expose  for  time  and  tempera- 
ture development  and  not  develop  for 
individual  exposure.    It  is  much  better 


to  develop  by  time  and  temperature  anil 
retluce  or  intensity  the  negatives  rather 
than  to  check  or  force  development. 

The  use  of  radium  dial  watches  or 
clocks  sliould  be  avoided  when  pan- 
chromatic emulsions  are  used.  They 
will  fog  your  film.  Do  not  draw  any- 
thing across  the  emulsion  of  the  film  as 
you  are  likely  to  produce  a  static  elec- 
tric current  that  will  also  fog  film.  This 
last  suggestion  has  special  reference  to 
the  paper  separators  you  will  luid  be- 
tween the  film.
